{THE VICTORIANS AND SEPARATE GOVERN- 
‘MENTS. . 


During a period of three years we have been 
lifting up our italics against the system of Gov- 
ernment, chiefly because ‘the interests of this 
Colony were thereunder made entirely subser- 
vient to the little, insignificant, barren island 
Colony on our seaboard, placed there by the 
Creator for no other earthly purpose that we can 
see but to answer as a breakwater to shelter 
our magnificent seaport, for which purpose it 
answers tolerably well. But, unfortunately for 


this Colony, a few Hudson Bay fur traders hap- | 


pened to locate themselves upon said rocky is- 
land, for the purpose of carrying on a trade 
with’ the"Iudians along’ the coast, with whom 
they bartered brass buttons for valuable skins ; 
and the chief of these traders having beén, by 
‘gome unaccountable accident, made Governor of 
both Colonies; and happening to own éonsider- 
able property there, that little rocky island, in 
significant as it is, has ruled this Colony—its 
petty traders have dictated our laws, and our 
revenue has, to a very considerable extent, been 
expended for their benefit. 

Five years’ agitation, by petition and dele- 

gation, has, however, brought about s complete 
A separate Govern- 
ment is now conferred upon each ; and, a8 might 
be expected, the people upon the island protest 
against the new arrangement. Subsisting en-. 
tirely upon plunder, they have no ides of relying 
upon their own resources, and they cry piteously 
for a continuance of the old system. In their 
“desperation they have made the most humiliating 
admissions as to their poverty and insignificance 
as well as the benefits derived from this Colony. 
Amongst some of the more remarkable confes- 
sions we quote the following from a recent copy 
of the Chronicle, a paper which has been filling 
and backing ever since its establishment : 

“We are on the eve.of entering on a new 
Ha#e of existence. The only concession which 
fitig#h people ask of their rivals in literature, 

art; thdtitifacturies, production, ‘diplomacy or 
war, ig a fair field and no favor. That boon will 
shortly be actorded to us, we can ‘no longer rely 
upon the prestige of our seniority in the race 
with our sister colony, nor upon the prejudices ‘and 
self interest of Governors and officials making her 
Uy subservient to owrs, and using unnatural 
force to drive her commtree into the channels where it 
toill be most profitable to our Island. British Col- 
umbia, and for her own sake we gladly announce 
it; is out of leading strings; from this: time she ig 
an independent colony with a noble future. Ag 
her people and her sdministrators shall themselves 
imould her destiny, 6 will it be bright or clouded, 
successful or disastrots:” ; 

What we have 40 often affirmed, and what the 
papet quofed from bas all'slong till now denied, 
id freely confessed in the above passage. We 
have been ruled by a Government who, posses- 
sing adverse interests, Were willing to sacrifice 
this Colony to their own personal. aggrandise- 
ment—they had invested their all at Victoria, 
and there everything must needs be made tu 
concentrate. This Colony; and; indeed; the bal- 


_ ance of the Island; must be sacrificed to fill the 


-pockets of a gang of “land sharks,” who were 
as unscrupulous as they were gieredy. But 
“every dog has his day,” and they have had 
theirs. They now feel that what we have long 
warned them of is a reality—that they have been 
Jiving upon us in a most illegitimate way, and 

that this Colony has not had a fair chance. They 
are-now about to fealize what it is to be cast 
apo their own resources. And they will soon 
see what British Columbia ¢an do when free 
from their hated and fatal control. 4H}

That the above be published in the 
public journals of both Colonies.” 

Hon. H. Holbrook’s motion for a select com- 
mittee to urake rules for private Bills, &c., was 
lost.
